THE YEAR IN HISTORY 


As is our custom we are opening the Annual Record with 
a short editorial or commentary on the events which attracted 
attention duzing the year covered by this record. 

To be sure, the Participants in the activities reported here 
are well aware of current events, so we are actually writing for 
those who may read these pages in years to come. 

We are still engaged in a conflict in Southeast Asia, half 
way around the world, and although most of us do not fully 
understand the reasons for our involvement, there is a general 
feeling that those in command of our great nation must “know 
what they are doing.” 

_ The Congress continued to move on the matter of Civil 
Rights legislation with what appeared to be the most important 
Jegislative attacks on racial inequality since the past Civil War 
Reconstruction Era. 

The problem of narcotics which had existed for centuries, 
but well outside the mainstream of ordinary life in middle 
American living, suddenly became a very real problem. Dr. 
Timothy Leary, a sometime Harvard professor, and leading ex- 
ponent cf the psychedelic generation coined a phrase in the new 
Jargon, which went “Turn on, tune in, drop out.” It began to 
dawn on us that a new monster had risen to plague us. : 

Fee gE AE eg the Federal Government to clean up 
i a a reams and so the ecology movement began 
¥ ave the Woxthicast a gigantic, and for some hours un- 

plained power failure beset homeward bound travelers just 
at dusk. An event that just “couldn't happen” did in fact occur 
and immediately gave rise to rumors of not only international 
but interplanetary attack. Fortunately the failure was purely 


technological but indicated that the planning of man can be 
a fragile thing. 
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In the publishing world the New York Herald Tribune, a 
pillar of the journalistic community, closed its door finally 
because of the fiscal problems generated by a long drawn-out 
strike. 

Inflation, which has been a bug-a-boo to the financial com- 
munity, promises to become worse with President Johnson’s 
decision not to raise tones. 

And not the least upsetting was the publiction by Ralph 
Nader, a safety crusader, of a book entitled “Unsafe at Any 
Speed.” It purported to show that the American Automobile 
was constructed with no great regard for the continued safety 
of the operator and passengers. 

We will close with this brief recital of some events of 1965- 
1966 with the hope that some future reader may find them of 
interest, and with the observation that we are beginning to 
understand that we are living in a time of social revolution, 
and that America will never be quite the same.

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REPORT OF THE PRELIMINARY TRIP 


As prescribed in Rules and Regulations, Article IX, Sec- 
tion 3, the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty Committee made what 
is termed “the Pre-trip” in order to make the arrangements for 
the celebration of the 328th FFDTD. 


; Four of the five members of the Committee, Captain Riley, 
Lieutenant DeStefano, Lieutenant Viola and Brigadier General 
Kane left Boston on Thursday, 21 January 1965, to carry out 
their assigned duties. The first stop was in Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, where the Committee called upon the civic and military 
authorities of the nation and the city and established pleasant 
telations with the management of the Leme Palace Hotel on 
Copacabana Beach, at which the Company is to be quartered 
in the fall. The menu was chosen for the FFDTD Banquet and 
arrangements were made for the speakers who will respond to 
the toasts at the banquet. The Committee also concluded ar- 
rangements for the Captain Commanding to make formal calls 


ae his officers upon the civil and military authorities in the 
all. 


On Tuesday, 26 January, their duties in Rio having been 
completed, the Committee proceeded to Buenos Aires, “Argen- 
tina.

This act which hon- 
ored Brazilians and Americans alike, who laid down their lives 
in two world wars, symbolized the common objectives which 
from the time of Thomas Jefferson have bound our two nations. 

Your visit here, I am sure, will contribute in full measure 
to refresh the historic and friendly relations between the two 
countries. In a world which is growing ever smaller, human 
contact becomes ever more important as a means of promoting 
understanding and good will at the grass roots where such un- 
derstanding is of vital importance. i : 

It is the spirit of understanding and organization which you 
represent, that has done so much to make our Nation what it is 
today. It is the spirit of eagerness to know new people all over 
the world: the willingness to share our knowledge with them; 
and to learn from others, that has made Massachusetts great. Is 
this spirit not the same that inspired the launching of the Alliance 
for Progress by our late President, a son of Massachusetts anda 
statesman, who belonged to the world? Working hand in hand

our Commonwealth is entwined with the history of our company. 
From the days of the Mayflower compact, Massachusetts is op- 
erated under strict written rules of government.

GENERAL Kane: Gentlemen, the City of Boston. Cradle of 
American liberty, rich in historical background, famed for its 
culture and higher learning, home of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Gentlemen, the city 
we all love — the City of Boston! 

Garr. Rirey: Be seated, gentlemen. Responding to the 
Toast to the City of Boston and representing my good friend, 
Mayor John F. Collins, will be Deputy Mayor Henry A. Scagnoli,

Deputy Mayor ScacNnoui: Thank you, Captain Comman- 
der Riley, and a young, eager, aggressive and forward-looking 
captain you are. Reverend clergy, the representative of the Re- 
public of Brazil, Colonel O'Connor, The Honorable Philip 
Raine, distinguished members of the military, and you certainly 
grace the Head Table, members of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, and your guests: On behalf of Mayor John 
Collins, my fellow Commissioners Devine and McBrine, the 
700,000 citizens of Boston, I happily respond to the Toast of our 
home City of Boston. I am delighted to join with you here in 
Rio and I say to the officials of this fine city that we have much 
in common.

The ceremony today at the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
drives home a lesson to all, Brazilian and Bostonian, that we have 
fought shoulder to shoulder to defend each other. This gives 
me an excellent opportunity to thank each and every member 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company here today who 
participated in a like exercise at Punch Bowl Cemetery last year 

for one Private Walter Scagnoli, and I tell you truthfully and 
honestly that the Scagnoli family were honored and very deeply 
appreciative for those of you who took that time. To the An- 
cients, each time I speak with you I do try to impress upon you 
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the respect that Mayor Collins and our fellow Bostonians hold 
for you. Fun when it is time for fun but respectful and serious 
to all when the occasion demands. That is the great and honor- 
able Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 
You are a tribute to a grand old city and through your outstand- 
ing, capable forward-looking Captain Commander John Riley, 
your spirit must and will persevere and you will continue to go 
forward. And on behalf of Mayor Collins, I acknowledge our 
debt to our host, the city of Rio de Janeiro, and to our corps 
of ambassadors as personified by each and every Ancient in this 
room. (Applause) 
Captain Ritey: Thank you, Mayor Scagnoli. Gentlemen, 
we have just heard a very fine speech from a very fine fellow, 
and I think it will go on record that is Henry's longest speech 
of the many he has made before the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company. Thank you very much, Henry. 
(Applause) 
Cart. Rirey: Brigadier General Travassos, Honorable 
Philip Raine, Colonel I. Jerome O’Connor, The Honorable 
Henry A. Scagnoli, distinguished Brazilian military guests at the 
Head Table, distinguished U. S. military guests at the Head 
Table, the clergy, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, our comrades and guests: One newspaper in Rio de Ja- 
neiro, the only one in town that most of us can read, said of the 
Ancient and Honorble Artillery Company before our arrival, 
and here I quote the headline: “United States’ Oldest Army To 
‘Invade’ Brazil”. That revives the old Boston show gag which 
said: “We have a chorus of forty, some are younger”, We want 
to assure the people of Brazil and especially those of Rio de 
Janeiro that ours is a mission of goodwill, of friendly association. 
We come here with honorable intentions. I know that everyone 
here would agree that in such visits as this one are made the 
ties that serve to bind, that bring a closer alliance which we all 
believe in and know to be important for us and for all the free 
world. We came here under very unusual circumstances. As 
you know, this year Rio de Janeiro has been celebrating its 400th 
anniversary. It recently played host to an International Film 
Festival. All along Copacabane were scores of beautiful women 
and virile men from the film capitals of the world. How do you 
follow an act like that? Now, this is a matter of timing. As ‘the 
film stars move out, we simply replace them with more than 150 
men, members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts, The people of Rio de Janeiro have opened 
their arms to us. They have accepted us as quasi-official Amer- 
ican Ambassadors. For this we are grateful, for that is the spirit 
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in which we came. And I am proud to note here that many mem- 
bers of the company have been spending a good deal of time as 
American ambassadors without portfolio. It is a great source of 
pleasure to me personally to be the Captain Commander of this 
historical organization to Rio de Janeiro. It could not have been 
possible, however, without unselfish help from many directions.

To all of you who have given and still 
give unstintingly your time, your effort, your devotion to the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, my 
heartfelt thanks. ee 
Gentlemen, this is the company that George Washington 
knew, that Andrew Jackson saw march, that John Adams and 
John Q. Adams visited and, as Colonel O’Connor pointed out, 
has seen four members serve in the world’s most important ot- 
fice — President of the United States of America: James Monroe, 
Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and one well known to 
all of us, a true friend of Brazil, our beloved, lamented John 
Fitzgerald Kennedy. (Applause) This, gentlemen, is our com- 
pany that for 328 years has stood, and always will stand, for the 
best in citizenship, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. To the civic and military officials, in fact to 
all the people of Rio de Janeiro, go our undying thanks for their 
hospitality. Some author once said memories were given to us 
so that we may have roses in December. We shall leave here 
with many pleasant memories, and we regret in this world there 
1s but one Rio de Janeiro. Thank you very much, gentlemen, for 
your kind attention.

MEMORIAL ADDRESS OF CAPTAIN RILEY 
AT THE TOMB OF THE UNKNOWN SOLDIER 
IN RIO DE JANEIRO, BRAZIL 
Monday, 4 October 1965 

Ambassador Lincoln Gordon, Marechal Mascarenhas de 
Morais, General Walters, General Ramiro, Captain Whited, 
citizens of Rio de Janeiro, officers and men of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts and their guests. 

Mine is but a small voice in the wind but nevertheless it 
echoes the sentiments of the United States Government that all 
North Americans are proud to be a part of the Western Hemis- 
phere with South America. 

No where in the world is there such beauty and such char- 
acter as is exemplified right here in Rio de Janeiro — and, in 
fact, in all Brazil. 

If there is any truth in the advice of a mother to her young 
daughter that “only through suffering can you be beautiful,” 
then Brazil truly must have suffered. 

Every school child in the United States learns early in his 
studies the glorious history of Brazil. 

We all know Brazil started as a simple colony, eventually 
became a United Kingdom with Portugal, and in 1822 achieved 
its political independence with a new empire organized as a 
constitutional monarchy. 

For more than a half century the Brazilian Armed Forces 
of an early period fought tyranny and aggressive despotism in 
the territorial defense of the empire. And it fought for law 
and liberty while maintaining friendly relations with her neigh- 
boring countries, ; 

In 1889—as we learned from our school books — Brazil 
became a Republic. And from its very beginning the Republic 
of Brazil has advocated the peaceful solution of international 
conflicts by direct negotiations or by acceptable arbitration. To 
this day Brazil remains adamant in its determination to coop- 
erate with her sister nations, 

This democratic tradition led young Brazilian men to fight 
on the side of the Allies in World War One. p 

\ And again in World War Two — after the loss of merchant 
ships to German and Italian submarines — Brazil showed her in- 
tense desire for continental solidarity by once more sending her 
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young men to war. It mobilized, trained and then sent her men 


across the Atiantic to Italy where some of the most bitter fighting 
took place for the survival of democratic principles. There, in 
Italy, Brazilian troops were integrated into the United States 
Fifth Army and became a part of the Fourth Corps. 

Side-by-side with United States troops, the Brazilian Ex- 
peditionary Force fought in the valleys of the Serchio, the Reno. 
the Panaro and the Po—all bloody battlefields of World War 
‘Two. 

It is indeed a distinct honor that the leader of the Brazilian 
forces of that worldwide war is here with us today — Marshal 
Mascarenhas de Morais. 

The Brazilian Expeditionary Force shared with the Amer- 
icans the victorious battles of Monto Castello, Montese, Cas- 
telnuovo and Pornovo. 

For three months at Monto Castello, the Germans forced 
back all attempts by Brazilians and Americans to overtake that 
rugged hill. Finally, on Feb. 21, 1945, the Brazilian Expedi- 
tionary Force stormed the hill and after 12 hours of relentless 
fighting reached the summit and forced the retreat of the Ger- 
mans. Although it suffered heavy casualties in the hill of 
Monto Castello, the Brazilian Expeditionary Force stayed in the 
thick of battle and on March 5 of 1945 helped capture Castel- 
nuovo. : 

Five weeks later, the Brazilian Expeditionary Force was in 
the most arduous and most difficult of all its fighting campaigns. 
It fought four long days to drive out and destroy a grim and 
resolute enemy at Montese. 

Finally, there was the action at Pornovo — scene of a most 
spectacular victory. Hardened by previous battle, the Brazilian 
Expeditionary Force moved into Pornovo on the 28th and 29th 
of April, 1945, and cut off the 148th German division, as well 
as parts of other divisions. The fighting there led to the uncon- 
ditional surrender of the Germans at Pohnovo. Two generals, 
800 officers and some 15,000 men were taken prisoners. 

These were the major battles in which the Brazilian Ex- 
peditionary Force took part in World War Two. Right here, 
standing before me, are members of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company of Massachusetts who served in the 
United States Army side-by-side with Brazilians. Other members 
of our company here served with the United States Navy in 
connected World War Two battles. Victory was sweet, but like 
beauty, it did not come easily. 

Today, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of 
Massachusetts pays homage to the Unknown Solder of Brazil.

1834-1965 


The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massa- 
chusetts is honored to pay tribute to the memory of General 
Jose De San Martin. 


As comrades in arms we share with Argentina — and in- 
deed with ali of South America—a great admiration for this 
outstanding hero. 


Born in the province of Corrientes, he was taken to Spain 
as a child and: there started a military career. 


He became a lieutenant colonel at the age of 22. 


In 1812 he returned to Buenos Aires, created a special regi- 
ment and started his fight for freedom against Spanish rule. 


In 1814 he was appointed Governor of Mendoza and set 
about organizing a highly disciplined Army with which he 
crossed the Andes in 1817 and liberated Chile. 

He reinforced his Army and marched on to Peru in 1820. 
On July 28, 1821, General San Martin declared the Independ- 
ence of Peru. Jointly with Simon Bolivar, he completely de- 
stroyed the power of Spain in South America. 


To this day military strategists marvel at General San Mar- 
tin’s feat of leading an Army across the Andes in the winter 
season. 


He fully earned the title of Liberator of Argentina and in 
fact of much of South America.

PRESENTATION OF MASSACHUSETTS FLAG 


Wednesday, 18 August 1965 


On 13 April 1965, Governor John A. Volpe, our Com- 
mander-in-Chief, had occasion to pay an official call on Major 
General John F. Franklin, Jr., United States Commander, Ber- 
lin, at the Command Headquarters in Germany. In the lobby 
of the headquarters there is a colorful grouping of flags of all 
the states of the union. The Governor noticed the poor condi- 
tion of the Massachusetts Flag which was on display. On his 
return to Boston, it was suggested that the AXHAC might pre- 
sent a new Massachusetts Flag to the Command Headquarters. 
The Captain Commanding readily agreed and the Governor 
made the necessary arrangements. 

_ The Liaison Officer, Lieutenant George E. Peznola, was 
designated by the Captain Commanding to make the presenta- 
tion. It was agreed that the flag would be 3’ X 57, silk, with 
gold fringe and with the State insignia embroidered on both 
sides, It would also be equipped with gold cord and tassels. 
According to plan, Lt. Peznola arrived in Berlin on Pan Amer- 
1can Flight 691 at 4:55 p.m. on 17 August 1965. He had with 
him the flag and a letter from Governor Volpe to be delivered 
to Genearl Franklin. He was met upon his arrival and Com- 
mand Headquarters had made all arrangements for his stay in 
Berlin. 

_ At an appropriate ceremony at Headquarters on the morn- 
ing of 18 August, Lt, Peznola presented the Massachusetts Flag 
to General Franklin for the Command Headquarters in behalf 
of the Commander-in-Chief, the officers and members of the 
ae The flag was then placed on display by a soldier from 
Hee eeasn General Franklin was profuse in thanking the 
overnor and the Company. Later, in a letter to the Governor, 
he concluded with these kind thoughts: 
fide ie ae want to assure you that it was not only a pleasure 
onor and privilege to be involved in this presentation 
oF your state flag to the Berlin command. I also want to tell 
you that we particularly enjoyed knowing and associating with 
Lieutenant Peznola who represented you on the occasion. 
‘ ‘gain, I thank you foryour thoughtfulness and, speaking 
or the entire American Community in Berlin, we are most ap- 
preciative of the recognition and honor you have extended us 
by presentation of the Massachusetts flag.”

Tuesday, 22 February 1966 
LUNCHEON AND RECEPTION TO GOVERNOR 


After an Invocation by our Protestant Chaplain, Major 
Bauer, the Company sat down to an excellent meal in the 
Armory. At the conclusion of the meal, Captain Riley introduced 
the many distinguished guests at the Head Table. 


The British Consul General was most eintertaining in tell- 
ing of his adventures in Boston, and his newly acquired taste 
for Boston Clam Chowder and Boston Baked Beans. He made 
some humorous references to the late troubles with King George 
(1775) and was most grateful for our hospitality. 


Deputy Mayor Scagnoli, representing Mayor Collins brought 
the Mayor's greetings and deplored the fact that no tea was 
being served. This delighted the British Consul. He congratu- 
lated Captain Riley on his fine year, and referring to Gov. 
Volpe’s problems with the Legislature on the Sales Tax said he 
hoped the Governor had shaken the right hands, such as the 
President of the Senate. 


Governor Volpe in his remarks stated that he had shaken 
the hand of the President of the Senate and while his hand was 
sore from the many handshakes that morning, he would sign 
the sales tax bill holding the pen with his toes if necessary. He 
thanked the Company for the splendid turnout at the State 
House, the largest ever recorded. 


_ Ina more serious vein he spoke on the struggle to survive 
in our fight against Communism, and urged that we be loyal 
to the trust passed on to us. 


He spoke of our involvement in Vietnam, our dedication 
to the principles of Democracy, which had triggered our action 
there, and advised that the world was watching us to assay our 
loyalty to our Allies. He believed that what finally happened 
in Southeast Asia would have a profound effect on all of us. 


He quoted Edmund Burke who said “the forces of evil will 
prevail, if the good people do nothing.” 
Captain Riley, on behalf of the Company, presented a re- 
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clining, vibrating chair to Governor Volpe, with the suggestion 
that he place it in his office for periodic relaxation and surcease 
from the problems of Government. 


The Governor was most grateful, but stated that if there 
was an implication of impending retirement in the gift, “I as- 
sure you I am not about to.” 


Governor Volpe stated he was going to appoint Captain 
Riley to his staff as a Military Aide. 


The Governor was also presented with a small vibrating 
backrest for his car. 


This concluded the ceremonies and the meeting was closed 
with a Benediction by our Catholic Chaplain Brig. Gen. Brock.

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SERMON 
CHAPLAIN (MAJOR) FRANK Jj. BAUER 


“Inquiring of the Lord” 


In the 20th chapter of the Old Testament book of the Judges 
it is written, “Then all the people of Israel, the whole army, 
went up, and . . . inquired of the Lord . . . saying, ‘Shall we 
yet again go out to battle . . . or shall we cease?’ And the Lord 
said, ‘Go up; for tomorrow I will give them into your hand’” 
(verses 26-28, passim, RSV). 

This is a passage from an ancient book, and it speaks to 
us of an ancient people, appropriate for a Company as ancient 
as our own and for a custom as old as this one which makes 
the listening to a sermon an integral part of each June Day 
celebration. 

Many of the things we do on this first Monday in June 
were first done 328 years ago, making the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts the oldest institution in the 
Western Hemisphere, excepting only the Christian Church, the 
public school, and Harvard. If the first flowers of our civil lib- 
erties and of our self-government were the Declaration of In- 
dependence of 1776, surely their seeds were sown 150 years 
before when the 24 charter members of this Company, some of 
whom were members of the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London whose officers were appointed by the Lord Mayor and 
the Court of Aldermen and even at one time by the King, chose 
to elect their officers annually by secret ballot. Let no lover of 
freedom lightly regard our drum-head election on the Boston 
Common on the first Monday in June; it is the oldest democratic 
election in the New World! 

And let no one lightly regard this annual visit to a House 
of God, for this custom is just as ancient, our first Captain, 
Robert Keayne, having selected the Reverend John Wilson to 
preach on Ist June 1638. The Reverend Mr. Wilson happened 
to be, incidentally — to show that even from the very beginning 
this all-male Company was not without the benefit of salutary 
influence and suggestion from the ladies — the brother of Mrs. 
Keayne. To such wifely persuasion, obviously, I do not owe my 
assignment from our bachelor-Captain, John J. Riley, Jr., and 
so, for his freer choice, I am deeply grateful for this honor and 
congratulate him upon a most felicitous year, another memor- 
able one in the history of our Company, highlighted by a Fall 
Field Day Tour of Duty to Rio de Janiero, Brazil, and Buenos 
Aires, Argentina. In those Portuguese- and Spanish-speaking 
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countries, Captain Riley, as an ambassador of good will from a 
free country, left his mark, but, as I had occasion to point out 
in South America, he is not the first Irishman to do so on that 
continent, for the George Washington of the Republic of Chile, 
its Liberator and First President, was a man by the name of 
Bernarde O'Higgins! When presently you surrender your badges 
of office to your successor, yours will be the reward, Captain 
Riley, of knowing that with grace you have brightened the glory 
of this Company, with dignity you have enhanced its honor, 
and with faithfulness you have continued its traditions, not the 
least of which is leading us —— even as ancient Israel was once 
led — into the House of God. 

And our primary purpose here is not, as might indeed be 
erroneously concluded from the remarks so far, praising men 
and recounting the past — laudable and pleasant an occupation 
as that may be — but, after the example of ancient Israel, in- 
quiring of the Lord— humbling and challenging as that al- 
ways is. Today there are those, even within the Church, who 
say that God is dead. But it is written into the very heritage of 
our nation that God is alive. The very first of our freedom 
documents, the Mayflower Compact, begins with the words, “In 
the Name of God, Amen,” and the Declaration of Independence 
has five distinct references to God, to His sovereignty, and to 
His providence. Because we wisely maintain strict separation 
between any one particular religious denomination and the 
state, it is sometimes forgotten that God and our government 
never have been and never are separated. The sessions of our 
Congress are all opened with prayer. Our public officials take 
their oaths of office with their hand upon a Bible. Church 
property is honored with tax exemption, marriages performed by 
clergymen are honored by the state, and the government com- 
missions ministers as officers in its Armed Forces to serve the 
religious needs of the military. “In God We Trust” is stamped 
upon our coins, and in the patriotic hymn, “America,” we con- 
fess “our Fathers’ God” to be the “Author of liberty” and hail 
Him as “our King.’ And true to our American heritage, we 
are this day inquiring of the Lord, the God who lives. 

When ancient Israel did that, they came before God, as we 
heard in the reading of the text, with a specific question: “Shall 
we yet again go out to battle . . . or shall we cease?” And they 
received a specific answer, for the Lord said, “Go...” How 
helpful it would be if we could come before God with a specific 
question of our own, surely the most pressing of our day, a 
question that is agonizing the finest minds and the stoutest 
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hearts in our nation, “Shall we continue to fight in Vietnam, 
or shall we cease?” And how helpful it would be if we would 
receive a specific answer from the Lord. But while we can expect 
no audible divine voice to speak to us and no miraculous sign 
to be given us, God has not left us without the witness of His 
presence and the evidence of His will, the best and finest of 
which is that Book which the judgment of history calls the 
Word of God, our Holy Bible. 


And from this Book we heard today, when God’s people 
once came to Him and asked whether they should fight, the 
answer which came down from heaven was, “Yes.” There is 
such a thing as necessary and justified warfare, and it is possible 
for it to be the will of God for His people to go into battle. 
That this is the character of our military action in Vietnam 
is the judgment of our government and particularly of the Chief 
Executive of our nation and the Commander-in-Chief of all 
our Armed Forces, the President of the United States, just as 
it was the judgment of his two immediate predecessors, the one 
a Democrat from the East and the second youngest man ever 
to be elected to the presidency and the other a Republican from 
the West and the oldest President ever to leave the White House, 
a judgment, therefore, neither of partisan politics, nor of a pal 
ticular age bracket, nor yet of some section of our country, but 
a judgment of the office. Other people are of a different per- 
suasion, sincerely so, but it is not they but our constituted 
authority which is, as we heard in the reading of the lesson, 
“ordained of God” (Romans 13:1) and instituted by Him. 

The June Day preacher one hundred years ago, in 1866, 
the Reverend Doctor E. B. Webb of the Shawmut Congrega- 
tional Church, in a reference to Abraham Lincoln, said, “He 
believed in God. More, he believed in God's personal supervi- 
sion of our national affairs. More yet. He believed himself to 
be under divine control and guidance.” If God is speaking to 
our nation today, would He not choose to do it again through 
the constitued authority upheld by His own power? I am per- 
sonally grateful that we are gathered again in the Cathedral of 
Saint Paul, for the convention of this Episcopal diocese meeting 
here in Boston just a month ago rejected by a large majority a 
resolution condemning our military action in Vietnam and 
calling for a withdrawal of our forces. There are clergymen 
and there are laymen who still believe in God. More. There 
are clergymen and there are laymen who still believe in God's 
direction of our national affairs. More yet. There are clergy- 
men and there are laymen who pray for the President of the 
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United States and believe him to be under divine control and 
guidance. Still more. There are clergymen and there are lay- 
men who believe that to the question, “Shall we yet again go out 
io battle . . . or shall we cease?” the Lord’s answer today is, “Go,” 
who will not refuse to wear a uniform and fight, who rejoice 
and are proud to follow the leadership of a President who gives 
such unselfish, altruistic, and godly reasons as these for our 
presence and our commitment in Vietnam: “Our own freedom 
and growth have never been the final goal of the American 
dream. We were never meant to be an oasis of liberty and 
abundance in a world-wide desert of disappointed dreams. Our 
nation was created to help strike away the chains of ignorance 
and misery and tyranny wherever they keep man less than God 
means him to be.” 

Captain James P. Spruill, before he became a casualty in 
Vietnam when his vehicle struck a land mine, wrote to his wife, 
Barbara, “It was brought to my attention ... that we were once 
inadequately equipped, poorly trained and that professional 
soldiers came from afar to aid the fledgling American Army in 
its fight for freedom and internal order. Two of these ‘advisors’ 
are well known — Van Steuben and Lafayette. It is heartwarm- 
ing to think that we now continue the tradition of sacrifice 
fostered by those two men when they aided a nation in need 
... Much sweat, and I am afraid much blood, remain to be shed. 
Progress will not be dramatic. It will in fact be painfully slow. 
One of our biggest enemies now will be impatience and despair 
in America itself . . . Please don’t let them back where you are 
sell me down the river with talk of despair and defeat. There 
is no backing out of Vietnam, for it will follow us wherever we 
go. We have drawn the line here, and the America we all know 
and love best is not one to back away.” Let this voice from a 
grave marked with a white cross— joined by “a million ghosts 
in olive drab, in brown khaki, in blue and in gray” and in the 
buckskin of the minutemen — be the answer you and I hear as 
today we inquire of the Lord and ask, “Shall we yet again go 
out to battle . . . or shall we cease?” 

General Giap, the North Vietnamese Communist strategist 
who defeated the French at Dien Bien Phu, has put the matter 
quite candidly: “South Vietnam is the model of the national 
liberation movement of our time . . . If the special warfare that 
the United States imperialists are testing in South Vietnam is 
overcome, then it can be defeated anywhere in the world.” But 
we shall mot be defeated, for, as the Apostle asks, “If God be 
for us, who can be against us? He that spared not His own 
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Son, but delivered Him up for us all, how shall He not with 
Him also freely give us all things?’ (Romans 8:31, 32) We 
shall not be defeated, certainly not as long as we continue as 
individuals and as a nation to humble ourselves before God, to 
live our lives in righteousness before Him, and to trust His 
divine Providence. 


The English writer and historian, Thomas Macaulay, said 
of the Puritans of Oliver Cromwell’s day, “If they were un- 
acquainted with the works of philosophers and poets, they were 
deeply read in the oracles of God . . . People who saw nothing 
of them but their uncouth visages, and heard nothing from 
them but their groans and their whining hymns, might laugh 
at them. But those had little reason to laugh, who encountered 
them . .. on the field of battle.” That spirit came across the 
waters with the Pilgrims and won for us our independence. 
And that spirit— that godly brave, unconquerable spirit — not 
yet dead, not yet dead in anyone who believes God is not dead, 
that spirit is not yet dead in all who trust God directs the course 
of our nation and has an army of committed Christian soldiers 
who are obedient to His commands. 


_ Today as we inquire of the Lord and ask, “Shall we yet 
again go out to battle . . . or shall we cease?” God’s answer 
1S, “Go :..” And God’s promise is, “For tomorrow I will give 
them into your hand.” And so there is but one thing more to 


be said, and one thing more to be done, in soldier’s phrase, 
Fall in, men, fall in!”

Iam quite sure that this affiliation will continue as long 
as there is a Massachusetts Military Academy and as long as 
there is an Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Mas- 
sachusetts. 

Gentlemen, I am quite sure this [sports jacket] will be good 
for my skiing lessons in New Hampshire. 

May I have your attention? Although it is not noticed on 
your toasts, we have with us this evening Major John A. Hill 
of the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 

I now call upon General Kane for the toast to the Hon- 
ourable Artillery Company of London. 

GENERAL Kane: Once more, gentlemen, I am proud to 
serve my toast. 

To the Honourable Artillery Company of London, gentle- 
men, the grandest organization, the finest gentlemen and the 
greatest host. Further than that, I can say no more. IJ give you 
the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 

Captain Ritey: Gentlemen, representing the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, in magnificent uniform on my 
right, is Major John A. Hill. 

Major Joun A. Hitt: Your Excellency, Captain Riley, 
Captain Graham, can you all hear me now? 

Gentlemen of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, and guests: Today it is a great pleasure for me to be 
back once again. It is eleven years since I attended your banquet. 
I thought to myself, in eleven years, the members of this company 
will take life much more seriously than they did tonight. 

It is a great relief to me to hear from His Excellency himself, 
that you have never been aggressive. God help the enemy. 

From my first experience with the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company and General Kane, I have learned always 
to be ready, to try to be ready for the unexpected. They have a 
toast which is not on the menu, but which was presented with 
this certificate which I shall always treasure and honor and read 
with considerable interest and pleasure. 

I should like very much to accept this invitation to return 
and ride a horse through Middlesex, if I might receive your hos- 
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pitality next April. If I could appeal to the Mayor to lend me 
a horse, I will accept this invitation. 

With reference to the tea in the first paragraph, my wife 
and I are staying with some kind friends. They asked, “How 
can we entertain a household of English people for the week- 
end?” The reply was, “Don’t bother. Just keep on giving them 
cups of tea and they will be perfectly happy.” 

Gentlemen, I am trying not to mention the Boston Tea 
Party. 

The hospitality which I always associate with this Company, 
you have given me the privilege of shooting redcoats on sight. 
This should be in the Paul Revere certificate. I have always 
understood, the first thing I was told was that it wasn’t Paul 
Revere who rode through Middlesex, it was the Executive Sec- 
retary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, whose 
name unfortunately Longfellow could not bring into rhyme. 

I find in your Company even more Generals and politicians 
and lawyers than I found the last time. There was only one 
General last time who always stands out in my memory, and 
that is General Kane. 

Politicians are known in our country. I do not know much 
about politicians myself. It is essential for a politician to land 
on his feet when he changes from sitting on the fence and keep- 
ing his ears on the ground at the same time. 

Lawyers, it always seemed to me—TI was sitting in a room 
the other day and I heard two ladies talking opposite to me. One 
said her husband died and that she was busy settling his estate. 
The lawyers were creating quite unnecessary difficulties for her. 

She said, “I am so tired of lawyers I almost wish my hus- 
band hadn’t died.” 

May I thank you. I am here in a dual capacity, as repre- 
senting the Honourable Artillery Company of London, and being 
an honorary member of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company. It is an honor which I value very, very highly indeed. 
It is one of the greatest of privileges. I thank you gentlemen 
very much for electing me to this very distinguished and re- 
sponsible position. 

May the good feelings which exist between our two coun- 
tries and between our two companies exist and continue forever. 

[Great applause. Everyone rising.] 

Caprain Riey: Gentlemen, it is refreshing to hear the 
remarks of our counterpart from London. We should have such 
a mani grace our table at frequent banquets. 

Will you rise, please? [Governor Volpe leaving.] 
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Gentlemen, we are coming to a close to this eventful even- 
ing. Once again, give your attention to General Kane. 

GENERAL Kane: Gentlemen, once again I must discard 
these cards. This is the sixth and last regular toast. It is to the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. This is our Com- 
pany. 

You members and guests by this time appreciate that we 
really have something going, particularly in our choice of offi- 
cers. I think we are doing a good job, the Ancients, in every 
manner conceivable, our amity and good-will is known around 
the world. In every conceivable way they do a commendable 
job. 

I am proud to offer you gentlemen the toast to the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company. 

Caprain Ritey: Kindly be seated. 

Distinguished Guests, Reverend Clergy, my Comrades and 
Friends, gentlemen, this is a very proud moment in the life of 
any captain commanding. 

Just one year ago tonight I felt honored and privileged to 
respond to the second part of the toast to this grand old com- 
pany. Tonight I am again honored and privileged to respond 
to the first half of the toast. 

As yeu know, only the Captain Commander responds to the 
toast to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. That 
toast has been given for perhaps three hundred and twenty-eight 
years. This response at best can only capture the magnificent 
military and civic history of this grand old company. 

I will not attempt to recapture that history this evening. We 
do attempt, with events such as June Day, to align ourselves 
with the past history of the organization. We are successful, for 
today, as in past years, was reenacted the pageantry of the first 
Muster of the Company in 1688 on Boston Common. It was 
at the same location and performed in the same manner as the 
original muster. 

The Company counts its history in three hundred and 
twenty-eight years. The captain of the past year must recall 
history at his command not in numbers of years but only in a 
measure of three hundred and sixty-five days. Those all too few 
days pass quickly. 

However, much was accomplished. 

For the first time in three hundred and twenty-eight years 
the Fall Field Day Tour of Duty was held in South America, 
Brazil and Argentina. To say the Company was well received 
is an understatement, they were royally received by the govern- 
ment officials of both countries. 
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In Rio, in Brazil, the President of the fifth largest country 
in the world, President Branco, granted your officers an extended 
audience in his private castle. He commented that he was ex- 
tremely pleased that a famed organization such as ours would 
travel to a country to mingle with its citizens and to pay tribute 
to the known dead of his nation. 

He said the friendships that had developed as a result of 
the trip are those that bind and contribute to good inter-Amer- 
ican relations and solidarity. The officials of the country of 
-\rgentina echoed the sentiments of President Branco. 

I give my heartfelt gratitude to Lieutenant DeStefano and 
Lieutenant Clayton for their support, to my Adjutant, General 
Kane, to my Chief of Staff, Colonel Migell, many thanks and best 
wishes. 

My sincere thanks to all commissioned and non-commissioned 
staff members who served with me. 

May I now pay tribute to the 1965-1966 Sergeants. They 
have worked diligently for you in service and in social welfare 
throughout the year.
